Driven to distraction 



Transportation chief: 
Texting behind wheel 
a part of U.S. ‘epidemic’

Distracted driving claimed the same per- 
centage of overall traffic deaths in 2009 as in 
2008, according to numbers released Mon- 
day, meaning it’s still a big problem across the 
country, Transportation Secretary Ray La- 
Hood says. 

“These numbers show that distracted driv- 
ing remains an epidemic in America, and they 
are just the tip of the iceberg,” LaHood said. 

The report from the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration shows crashes 
linked to distracted driving claimed 5,474 lives 
and led to 448,000 injuries across the United 
States in 2009. That amounts to 16 percent 
of the traffic fatalities in 2009, the same per- 
centage as in 2008. 

The proportion of fatalities associated with 
driver distraction has increased from 10 per- 
cent in 2005, the report says, and the greatest 
proportion of distracted drivers was in the un- 
der-20 age group. A bright note in the report 
is that, overall, traffic fatalities fell in 2009 to 
their lowest levels since 1950. 

The report was released one day before La- 
Hood is scheduled to convene a National Dis- 
tracted Driving Summit in Washington. 

On Tuesday leading transportation offi- 
cials, safety advocates, law enforcement per- 
sonnel, industry representatives, researchers 
and the family members of victims of dis- 
traction-related crashes will gather to address 
challenges and identify opportunities for na- 
tional anti-distracted driving efforts, accord- 
ing to the Transportation Department. 

In January, federal regulators proposed a 
set of guidelines for states to create laws that 
would ban text messaging while driving. 

The proposed legislation, prepared by the 
traffic safety agency and industry advisers, 
would authorize law enforcement officers to 
stop a vehicle and issue a citation to drivers 
who are texting while driving. 

“This language, which we created with a 
variety of safety organizations, is another 
powerful tool in our arsenal to help the states 
combat this serious threat,” LaHood said. 

Under the proposed guidelines, drivers 
caught typing on a handheld device while be- 
hind the wheel would face a minimum fine of 
$75 and unspecified action against their driv- 
ing privileges. In cases resulting in serious in- 
jury or death, a driving while texting offense 
could be considered a felony

Honeymoon’s over 
for some CTA riders 


The new train smell is starting to wear 
off for some CTA riders. 

The CTA said it has received 77 com- 
ments about its new rail cars, which are 
being tested on the Blue Line. Many of 
those submissions were negative feed- 
back about the cars’ aisle-facing seats, 
the CTA said. 

The rail cars debuted on the Red Line 
in mid-April to mixed reviews. Some riders 
told Going Public they appreciate the digital signs and smooth ride, 
thanks to an alternating ctxrrent system for smoother acceleration 
and braking. Others weren’t sold on the seating configuration because 
they don’t appreciate being “sandwiched side-by-side,” as one rider 
put it. 

The CTA says the new seating provides a similar number of seats as 
other “E’ cars and the wide aisle allows more room for luggage, stroll- 
ers and bikes, making it easier for riders to move in and out of the car. 

But this doesn’t seem to be the case, at least not on the Blue Line, 
which is the first line the CTA has tested that travels to an airport. 
The cars also have been tested on the Red and Green lines. 

As the cars traveled the Blue Line over the past six weeks, GP ob- 
served riders clogging aisles with luggage. Riders also set their bulky 
luggage next to them, taking up seat space. 

One Lakeview rider who wrote to GP worries that long rows of 
seats will encourage napping on the CTA. 

“The new Blue Line trains are pretty for now But this winter they 
will become sleeper cars for the city’s homeless,” Valerie Hummert, 

26, said. ‘As the temperature drops, expect even more ‘sleepers’ on the 
CTA than ever before!” 

The cars will be tested on all the rail lines before the CTA will au- 
thorize the delivery of the remaining 396 rail cars, which are expected 
to replace the oldest rail cars of the agency’s fleet, namely the Blue 
Line cars with the accordion doors. 

One regular Blue Line rider hopes the replacement comes soon. 

“I love the new rail cars and hope the CTA implements them on a 
permanent basis,” David Perry of Forest Park wrote to GP “It was a 
nice ride.”

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FBI SAYS IT WAS 
ON TO MAN’S BOMB 
PLAN FROM START

Moments before, the Lebanese immigrant 
allegedly had instructed his cohort to dial 
down the timer to detonate in 20 minutes, 
saying half an hour was too long. 

Hassoun dropped the device in a trash 
can just feet from one of the neighborhood’s 
popular bars, turned and headed back toward 
the vehicle when a swarm of FBI agents and 
Chicago police arrested him. 

In the months before, authorities charged, 
Hassoun had plans ranging from the grandi- 
ose to the more simple, but his goal was chill- 
ing: inject terror into the hearts of Chicago- 
ans and undermine city government with 
repeated attacks. 

He talked of tainting the water supply as- 
sassinating Mayor Daley and attacking the 
city’s hot spots downtown and on the North 
Side, according to a federal complaint filed 
Monday And to rattle the city’s nerves, he’d 
explode car bombs over and over, authorities 
said. 

“%u park the car and let it boom,” the 
22-year-old is alleged to have said to an infor- 
mant. 

But the FBI was onto him from the start, 
planting an informant and undercover agents 
to record Hassoun’s every move. Hassoun 
never realized it, but the FBI provided him 
with the camcorder he used to scout bomb- 
ing locations, paid him $2,700 so he could 
quit his job to work full time on his terror- 
ism plot and gave him the phony bomb he 
left in the garbage bin outside Sluggers in the 
3500 block of North Clark Street, according 
to the complaint. 


Authorities said Hassoun wasn’t motivated 
by religious or political views but rather by a 
bizarre desire to undermine the mayor’s po- 
litical support and allow an associate to take 
control of the city He also hoped to profit 
from the scheme by being paid for his terror- 
ism work by supporters, the charges alleged. 

Hassoun allegedly timed the attack shortly 
after midnight to exact massive casualties, 
authorities said. He expected half the block 
destroyed in the blast, they said. 

Steven Strauss, owner of Sluggers, said the 
entire neighborhood near Wrigley Field was 
overrun with concert-goers and college stu- 
dents Saturday night. 

“It’s scary to think of what could have hap- 
pened,” he said Monday night at the bar. “You 
have 40,000 people converge on Addison and 


Clark” on a busy night. 

The slim, unshaven Hassoun smiled wanly 
at relatives seated in U.S. Magistrate Judge 
Susan Cox’s court for his initial appearance 
at federal court in Chicago. Hassoun, of the 
4700 block of North Kedzie Avenue, was 
charged with attempting to use a weapon of 
mass destruction and attempting to detonate 
an explosive device. A detention hearing was 
scheduled for Wednesday 

His Facebook page listed Hassoun as a 
graduate of American University of Bei- 
rut and said his favorite TV shows included 
“Seinfeld” and “Scrubs.” 

The last entry on his page was at 11:24 a.m. 
Saturday “Sami Hassoun working on his busi- 
ness plans,” it said. 

The FBI and Chicago police and said resi- 


dents were in no danger during the months 
Hassoun allegedly plotted the bombing and 
made sometimes vague plans to poison the 
city’s water supply, attack police officers, 
bomb the Willis Tower or kill the mayor. 

The FBI recorded repeated meetings with 
Hassoun as he discussed his evolving plans 
and then introduced two undercover FBI 
agents who posed as terrorists interested in 
financing his plans. 

According to the charges, Hassoun seemed 
eager to launch an attack, allegedly suggest- 
ing first nonlethal car bombs at the Daley 
Center downtown, then seeming to warm to 
the idea of casualties. 

“Little by little, I’m building it up,” the 
complaint quoted him as saying. “I will {ex- 
pletive} Chicago. I will shake Chicago.”

Residents and bar patrons were only vaguely aware of the details of 
an alleged Wrigleyville bomb plot that the FBI detailed Monday 

This after Northwest Side man Sami Samir Hassoun, 22, of the 
4700 block of North Kedzie Avenue, was arrested early Sunday as 
he placed a backpack containing what he thought were high-explo- 
sives in a trash can in front of Sluggers on North Clark Street, about 
a block south of Wrigley Field, according to the FBI. 

The slim, unshaven Hassoun smiled at relatives as he appeared 
before U.S. Judge Susan Cox on Monday afternoon. Hassoun said 
he would hire his own attorney for a preliminary hearing Wednes- 
day 

He faces five years to life in prison if convicted. 

Anna Cooper, 23, a waitress from Roscoe Village who occasion- 
ally hangs out at the bars and restaurants along Clark Street, was 
relieved to know that the device reportedly left in the trash can was 
not real. 

“Thank God that he got a fake one and he did not find his own 
means to make one,” Cooper said outside Sluggers on Monday 
night. 

Sarah Clark, 34, of Wrigleyville, general manager at Newport 
Chicago Bar and Grill, said she does not understand the suspect’s 
reported motivation for his actions. 

“It’s a massive cry for help for a person to feel they need to create 
such an amazing event around themselves; it’s extremely selfish and 
sickening,” Clark said. “We obviously have this beautiful freedom 
of speech so he really could have just called up aU of the newspa- 
pers, there’s all kinds of online groups, ways to complain to get your 
opinion out there.” 

Eric Garman, a bartender who works at Merkle’s Bar and Grill, 
had not heard about the alleged bomb threat until Monday evening. 

“It’s an unfortunate incident that happened in the neighbor- 
hood,” he said. “I’m happy that it was taken care of and hopefiiUy it 
doesn’t become an issue because this is a populated area.”

Two months after the Mayor’s Office of 
Special Events launched its first official 
contest to find the perfect tree to grace 
Daley Plaza during the holidays, the can- 
didates just aren’t measuring up. 

The office has received numerous sub- 
missions since beginning the search in July 
but not one tree was tall enough, officials 
said. 

“It’s really hard to gauge how big a tree 
is,” said Ann Hickey, program coordinator 
for the Office of Special Events. “People 
see this big, beautiful tree and it’s huge to 
you, but it’s really only 35 to 40 feet.” 

The office announced Monday it now 
is giving applicants until Oct. ii to submit 
photos of trees— at least 55 feet tall— to 
vie for the honor of being Chicago’s offi- 
cial Christmas tree, tribune

CTA pulling the plug 
on station phones

In April, the CTA declined to renew its 
contract with Pacific Telemanagement 
Services, which operates pay phones along 
routes, and now the transit agency plans to 
have the remaining pay phones removed 
from its train platforms and bus enclosures. 

“In recent years, with more people using 
cell phones, there has been a steady de- 
cline in the use of coin-operated phones, 
which has resulted in a significant drop in 
revenue for the CTA,” CTA spokeswoman 
Sheila Gregory said in an e-mail. 

In April, there were 559 pay phones on 
CTA property Pacific Telemanagement 
began removing the least used, unprofit- 
able phones, leaving just 179 phones across 
the CTA system, said Michael Rossi, the 
firm’s chief operating officer. 

But the firm wants to keep operating the 
phones that are left. 

“It may not be a significant contribution 
to the CTA, but it’s not costing them any- 


thing,” Rossi said. 

While Kurt Gibbs, vice president of 
sales for Pacific Telemanagement, said 
the CTA pays nothing for the mainte- 
nance of the phones, Gregory said phone 
maintenance has cost the CTA $200,000 
since 2004, when AT&T operated the pay 
phones. Pacific Telemanagement took 
over in 2008. 

The CTA received just $600 in commis- 
sion fees from the pay phones in the past 
quarter, Gregory said. 

Nonetheless, Pacific Telemanagement 
said pay phones continue to be a viable 
option for many people. Rossi said about 
I million calls are placed from the pay 
phones on CTA property each year, with 
approximately 655,000 calls actually com- 
pleted. 

And the payphones regularly are used to 
call 91 1, Gibbs said. 

“There is still a segment of the popula- 
tion that doesn’t carry a cell phone and still 


relies on payphones,” Gibbs said. 

Gregory said security is not an issue be- 
cause there are call buttons on train plat- 
forms, in addition to CTA staff to monitor 
things. The CTA also is exploring technol- 
ogy that could link its platform and sta- 
tions to the agency’s control center and the 
Chicago Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment and Communications, Gregory said. 

Several commuters in the subway sta- 
tion at Lake Street said they think the 
phones should stay 

“Not everybody has cell phones,” said 
AnnaVolkmann, 30, of Andersonville. 

Safety also is of concern. 

“Tbu never know when an emergency is 
going to arise,” said rider John C. Patterson 
Jr., 61, of Roseland. ‘All kind of things hap- 
pen down here.” 

Other riders took the news that pay 
phones may soon be unavailable in stride. 

“Most people have their own phones 
anyway” said Augurita Polk, 62, of Pullman.

Bill ties repeal 
of gay ban to 
troops’ raises 

WASHINGTON Congressional Democrats plan 
to push key policy objectives, including a repeal 
of the ban on gays serving openly in the U.S. 
military and an immigration measure, by linking 
them to a must-pass defense bill coming before 
lawmakers this week. 

The annual defense authorization bill provides 
a 1.4 percent pay raise for troops and $725 billion 
for the Pentagon, including $159 billion for the 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Democrats have added a provision that would 
abolish the military’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
and want to add an immigration measure called 
the DREAM Act, which would provide a route 
to citizenship for youths who are in the U.S. il-

^ ^ W Lucas Neff doesn’t call his life a rags-to-riches 

story, but he can relate to the financial straits of 
his character on the Fox comedy “Raising Hope.” 

About a year ago the North Sider and stage ac- 
tor was cleaning houses in Chicago to scrape up 
some extra cash when he learned about auditions 
for the TV series, which debuts at 8 p.m. Tuesday 
<< j 1^^ j scrubbed my first two toilets,” the 

graduate of Whitney Young High School said. 

“I was just wracked with misery I think seven 
h||||||M auditions had gone horribly wrong and then I got 

called in to do this audition. 

“It’s been a life-changing event.” 

Now the 24-year-old is headlining “Raising 
Hope” and leading the charge of several Chicago- 
area natives starring in new fall series, including 
Michael Stahl-David (ABC’s “My Generation”), 
Parvesh Cheena (NBC’s “Outsourced”), Jonathan 
Sadowski (CBS’ “$#*! My Dad Says”) and Melissa McCarthy (CBS’ “Mike 
& Molly”). 

In “Raising Hope,” Neff plays Jimmy Chance, a “well-meaning idiot” who 
has a one-night stand with a killer. Fifteen months later, she’s been executed 
(yes, it’s a bit dark) and he’s taking care of their 6 -month-old baby with the 
help of his eccentric family “Hope” comes from creator Greg Garcia, who 
remains as fascinated with redemption and the working class as he was in 
his previous series, “My Name Is Earl.” 

Garcia conducted a nationwide search to find the right actor around 
whom to build his new series. He chose Neff over about 550 hopefuls to 
play Jimmy opposite such heavy hitters as Martha PHmpton (“How to 
Make It in America,” “The Goonies”) Garret Dillahunt (“Deadwood,” “The 
4400”) and Emmy and Oscar-winner Cloris Leachman. 

“It’s ridiculous,” Neff said. “My life’s been a series of happy accidents.” 

One of those accidents led the former Andersonville resident into 
the performing arts program at the University of IlHnois-Chicago. Neff 
planned to study film hoping to become a cinematographer, but fate inter- 
vened. 

“Somehow somebody clicked something wrong because I ended up in 
the performing arts department,” he said, adding that his mother. Story- 
catchers Theatre founder Meade Palidofsky, thought it was a “sign from the 
heavens.” (His father, Alan Neff, is a lawyer and novelist.) 

“I’m an incredibly lazy person so I didn’t want to fill out any more

so I tried it. I 
immediately 
just fell in love 
with it.” 

After gradu- 
ating in 2008, 

Neff landed roles 
in Collaboraction 
theater company’s “Jon,” 

Steppenwolf Garage Theatre’s 
“Honest” and, in October, Chicago 
Dramatists’ “Lucinda’s Bed.” 

That was around the time he got a call that 
Garcia had seen his videotaped audition for 
“Raising Hope” and wanted to fly him out to 
L. A. to try out in person. 

“I watched about half of the first scene that 
he did on tape. I knew that this was the guy” 
Garcia said. “He was very funny ... Also, he just 
felt very real to me; he felt very honest. I found 
myself rooting for him as a character.” 

During several weeks —and a few more trips 
to L.A. — he tested with Plimpton and then Dil- 
lahunt before he was hired. The pilot was Aimed 


in December, and 
although Neff was 
thrilled he’d landed 
the job, he wasn’t feel- 
ing like he’d “arrived.” 

“I was living out of a 
hotel with my girlfriend 
{Chicago stage actress Kel- 
ly O’Sullivan},” he said. “We 
didn’t have a microwave. I would 
steal food from craft services {on the 
set] every day and stick it in the mini fridge. 
We’d be eating a half-frozen chicken and pota- 
toes every night. It was just really ridiculous.” 

In January they packed up O’Sullivan’s Honda 
Civic and moved to L.A. After a perilous drive in 
which “bits of plastic just started to fall off the 
car,” they found a small, one-bedroom apart- 
ment they’re not quite calling home. O’Sullivan 
currently is starring in “The Seagull” at the 
Goodman Theatre, and Neff comes home 
about every two weeks to see her, visiting his 
Andersonville hangout. The Coffee Studio, and 
eating Tedino’s deep dish pizza. 

Neff is getting over his jitters about carrying

a new show thanks to Garcia and his co-stars. 
As the cast member with the least amount of 
experience, he’s literally become the punching 
bag for everyone else. 

“Garret gives me charley horses and punches 
me right before we start scenes,” he said, laugh- 
ing. “I’m the little brother to everyone on set.” 

He’s not complaining. Despite “still not 
believing this is all happening,” he’s doing 
exactly what Plimpton, a Steppenwolf Theatre 
member, advised him to do: Enjoying himself 

“I’m in a new city learning about life out in 
L.A., learning about how TV and film work and 
working with some of the best actors I’ve ever 
worked with in my entire life,” he said. “So, it’s 
an incredible magic-carpet ride.”
